Some of the Bobberies Practiced 
on the Traveling Public. 


The robbery of persons who carry 
valuable packages has grown up to be 
an important industry among a cer- 
tain class of patient and painstaking 
people. 
The income resulting from 
such an industry is as precarious as 
the business is risky. For months the 
thief may spend His time and means 
in traveling without finding anybody 
worth robbing. 
Then all of a sudden 
he falls in with a special messenger 
carrying a package so valuable that 
its owners intrusted to him rather 
than risk it by mail or express. 
It is 
a rare thing that an attempt is made 
to corrupt such a messenger by induc- 
ing him to drink or by tempting him 
with a promise of hal| the spoils 
and safe conduct to Mexico or some 
other land of refuge. The wary thief 
knows that the carrier is made of flesh 
and blood and must grow weary and 
y i ^ to the gentle influence of sleep. 
So he watches the most favorable op- 
portunity. During the day he watches 
his victim as a cat watches a mouse. 
When night comes he makes the 
most of the Bleeping car's privileges

Matthews states that, at the 
tjae mentioned by Warren, Mr. Tink- 
iiam, the former*s'partner in the law 
business, who is now in Maine, intro- 
duced Warren to him (Matthews) and 
stated that Warren wished to obtain a 
divorce from his wife. 


Matthews undertook to conduct the 
case, but contracted with Warren that 
the latter should pay him ^25, before 
the case should be proceeded with. 


It is not true that Matthews agreed 
to find two witnesses who would 
swear that Warren had lived two 
years in the state and six months in 
the county, but Matthews distinctly 
told Warren that be would have to 
find such witnesses himself, and that 
he (Matthews) would not proceed 
with the case until they should be 
found. 


Warren neither had these witnesses 
nor any evidence to show that his 
wife had been guilty ot adultery. 


On or about t)ctober 20, Warren 
paid Matthews some money, and said 
he would give him $10 more, if he 
(M.) would find such witnesses as 
were needed in the case. 
Matthews» 
was indignant, and refused to have 
anything more to do with the affair. 


"The fact is," said Mr. Matthews to 
the reporter, "Warren hasn't lived in 
the state more than eighteen month?, 
as I have since found out. 
The state- 
ment he made to you, and which you 
published 
in THE SENTINEL, is at 
variance with his sworn testimony 
in Justice Pratt's court. 
There he 
stated that he had represented to me, 
that he had lived in the county six 
months and in the state two years." 


The row which resulted in the pro- 
voke and assault and battery cases 
was occasioned by Warren's refusal to 
withdraw the civil suit mentioned in 
yesterday's paper. 
Matthews offered 
to settle by giving Warren $5, claim- 
ing that his services in the divorce 
case were worth the balance of the 
money that Matthews had 
reciived 
from his client. 


While discussing the subject, high 
words were used, and Warren struck 
Matthews in the breast. 
Tne latter 
states that he did not threaten to 
smash Warren's head in, as asserted by 
that gentleman. 


Mr. Matthews further states that 
he provided Warren with food and 
lodging ! accommodation 
for a long 
time, and attended to his wants while 
he waa sick at the hospital. 
The at- 
torney also says that he never gave 
Warren to understand that the divorce 
case was filed in court. 


Mr. Matthews, in 
company with 
Mr. C. D. 
Lunceford, called at the 
office this morning, after the above 
had been written, and made the fol- 
lowing additional statement: 


"Warren is a fugitive from justice 
from the east. 
He was afraid to have 
the divorce case filed, fearing that the 
prosecuting 
attorney

the papers. Why he was afraid of this, 
Idon't know,but it looked suspicious. "
